a] herself, had been first to be guilty of 
an infraction of the principle of the Berlin 
treaty. This was when she aided and shared 
in the Reumleian revolution in 1885, Count 
Kalnoky said he did not wish to reproach Bal- 
garia; be merely alluded to the history of the 
fact. If Austria maintained the Berlin treaty, 
it should not be difficult for the ofher 


powers to also do 460, There 
was another reason why Austria 
shonid adhere to the policy he had 


enunciated. The very certainty that a settle- 
ment of the Bulgarian question would not in- 
velve, by any means, a sottlement of the whole 
eastern question, afforded the strongest incon: 
tive to Austria to proceed with all possible 
patience and to husband her resources. He 
hoped the committee would agree with him 
that before all else a ful settlement of 
the present issue should be scought. He recog- 
nized the fact that the Bulgarians. had an 


aptitude for forming a state, but he 
thought that Austria has a_ right 
to utter a 


warn inst too 
great an optimism, He “afeattink that the 


union of Bulgaria and eastern Roumelia did 
not conflict with either Austrian or Earopean 
interests, but pointed out that Austria did not 
possess the sole right to s regarding Bal- 
garia’s and Roumelia’S rights to carrying out 
this union. The conduct of the Balgarians 
since independence had been accorded them 
warranted the conclusion that they would 
always step forward to maintain and secare 
that independence. 

He admitted that Russia was more favora- 
bly sitdated with respect to exercising greater 
SsPeence with the peoples of the different 
Balkan states than was either Austria or Haon- 
at & Austria and Hungary, however, did 
nothing in the @irection of extending their 
inflaenee among the Balkan peoples, which 


-@id.cot emanate from the imperial govern- 


ment. Consuls could not multiply Austria’s 
relations to a foreign country nor found Aus- 
trian popularity in a foreign country. Heo re- 
gretied that euch a small number of Austrians 
travelled in Bulgaria compared to the number 
of persons belonging to other uationalities wao 
visited that country, and urged tht steps should 
be afoncs teken to incr€ase activity in Ans- 
tria’s industrial and commercial relations with 
Buigarians, 

Passing to another branch of the subject, 
Count Kalnoky said he regretted that the con: 
fidential nature of the negotiations in progress 
between the two empires vrevented him from 
enunciating the conclusive arguments which 
he could otherwise employ to demonstrate the 
cordiality of the relations between Austria 
and Germany, which had remained unchanged 
since 187%. In his hands they had 
eseentialiy developed and strengthened. 
The confidence and the trust of both 
governments inthe alliance was complete and 
mutual. It was impossible to fully explain 
the subject publicly. When he recently dep- 
recated attaching undue importance to mero 
words and letters he did not wish to have if 
inferred that formal engagements did notjexiat 
between Austria and Germany. He meant 
rather that the basis ofagreement between the 
two empires was rendered much stronger by 
being founded on the mutual interests and 
convictionsof both states. Each had a vital 
interest in the continued existence of the 
other as strong and independent powers, ,_ 

He denied that Russia’s joining the imperial 
alliance had prejudiced the yelations between 
Austria aud Germany. The friendly grouping 
of the three states sprung from the idea that 
it was most important that Austria and Ger- 
many should stand in the best possible rela- 
tionship toward Russia. 

“When I essumed office,” continued the 
count, “the relations between Austriaand Raus- 
sia were not of the most pleasant nature. Tasy 
were neither good, nor were they quite bad; 
but were of an undecided character. We wel: 
comed Russia to the meeting with us to enable 
us to extricate ourselves from this position, 
which action, however, in no way aifec 
cur relations with Germany. ‘Now, 
I attach great value tothe friendly relation: 
ship which exists on Austria's part to vard 
Russia without prejudice to our relations with 
Germany, which are of quite a different char- 

ter.” 

a Kalnoky then announced that the 
powers were now considering the question of 
placing a prince on the Bulgarian throne. The 
relations betwoon Austria d the United 
States. Count Kalnoky said, were most friend- 
ly avd the sppointment of an American min- 
ister at Vienna and an Austrian ministor at 
Washington were, he declared, imminent.

A Jersey City Factory Barns—Narrow Es- 
cape from Death, 

JERSEY City, N. J.. November 19.—Tho 
Freitag embroidery factory, on North street, 
waa discovered to be on fire at two o'clock this 
morning. Roberé Freitag, oae of ths proprio- 
tore, was asleepin the building and was, with 
difficulty, awakened by a watchman, who was 
obliged to creep on bis hands and knees to his 
reom. The building was then filled with 
smoke,and Freitag and the watchman were 
compelled tojamp from 3 window to make 
their escape, The fire spread rapidly and the 
building which wasaone anda half story 
frame structure, covering nearly a city block, 
was completely destroyed and the machinery, 
which had boen imported from Switzerland, at 
am immense expense, was ruined, The loss is 
estimated at $150,000 and possibly it may ex- 
ceed thisamount. The building and machin- 
ery wero fully insured. It is not known in 
what way the fire originated. Several hun- 
dred handsare thrown out of employment. 


Cotton Burned in Liverpool, 
LIVERPOOL, November 19.—Hample’s ware- 
houte, in this city, was destroyed by fice today, 
aud one thoijsand bales of cotton were burned.

Castello and Cleary Sent to Prison for

The judge, there- 
fore gave him a more severe sentence, This 
is the first time in the state that prize fighters 
have been convicted and sentenced for 
fighting.

WESTMORELAND ON THE 


DR. 
HEALTH OF THE CONVICTS: 


He Urges the Necessity of a Physician at Bach 
Camp Who Should Represent the Stite and 
Not the Leesees—The Death HRate— 
Other Remarks of the Doctor. 


The report of Dr. Willis F. Westmoreland, 
penitentiary physielan, contains many iateresting 
facte and suggestions about the convicts. 

The Aoctorsays in the outaet that he regreta to 
have to report thatthe mortality is still large~— 
larger in proportion to the number of sick reported 
than in the last report. He does not mean by this 
that more deaths baveeoccurred inthe penitentiary, 
but that the per cent of deaths to the number re- 
ported sick is greater. In every camp where the 
‘Ceath rate hes been increased the cause bas been 
readily detected, and in every instance has been 
the result of a failure of those in autlorily at the 
caimpsto comply with the rules, sanitary and 
otherwise, issued from the oflice of the principal 
keeper and approved by the governor. 

‘The officers of the penitentiary have been dill- 
gent in their efforts to have all orders in reference 
to the treatment of convicts enforced, but have 
often failed to do so. In fact, the doctor belleves 
it an impossibility, underthe present laws govern- 
ing the penitentiary, to have enforced, continu- 
ously at least, the orders which are essential to the 
health and safety of the convicts 

CAN'T COVER THE FIELD. 

The doctor makes the point that the assistant 
kceper of the penitentiary is required to visit the 
camps once every month. If he remains longer 
than afew hours ateach camp he cannot possi- 
bly make the rounds of the fifteen or sixteen 
camys Within the month. When he visits a 
cemp he finds no state oflicial to give him the 
actua) condition of the camp and what has oc- 
curred duripg his absence, so he is dependent 
upon tae superintendent or bosses in control of 
the camp fer all that has occurred during the 
month. The docvor says it is not to be expected 
that they would make any other than a rose col- 
ored report, a8 any other would be condemning 
themselves. The only other source of information 
accessible is the candition of the canvicts and 
their surroundings at the time,and what stats- 
ments he can get from the convicts, who, in the 


majority ef instances, fear to report any- 
thing ‘wrong  iest ey be punished for 
such statements, If they are induced 


to talk freely their statements are often socon- 
fi.cting that the state officer often leaves thecamp 
in donbt as to the true condition of affaira, If the 
present lease system isto be continued, says the 
aoctor, it isessential tothe proper and humane 
government of the penitenti to have a state 
cticlal at each camp, not dependent upon the les- 
sc es, or thesuperintendent and bosses, for their 
position and pay. but entirely independent of 
them, receiving their appointment from the govy- 
erpor and pay from the state. 

The doctor thinks this officer should be a physi- 
cian, andin addition tothe present duties of 
‘ physician In charge of camp,” he should be made 
on for the “ap condition of the camp 
and surroundings. itshould be his duty to see 
that the convicts are fed with proper food in auan- 
tity and quality, as directed by the principal keep- 
er, and also see that itis properly prepared and 
tc the pri:oners. 

NOT CONDEMNED TO DEATH, 

The doctor says the convicts are not condemned 
to death by the courts, but to hard labor in the 
penitentiary for a specified time, The law intends 
that they shall labor when physically able but not 
when sick or disabled from any cause. 


Give to the penitentiary department, in addition 
to the present organization, state offictals, whose 
duty it will be to remain at the camps and see that 
the convicts get in full what the law provides for 
them, and Dr. Westmoreiand predicts that tne 
sickness and mortality will be reduced one-third 
io one-half within the next twelve months. 

He Says also that the lessees are, as a general 
rnle, not as often at their camps as the Pyare atia- 
7¥ Officials. Whenthe convicts are divided into 
twoorthree camps (and there are lessees who 
have an interest in six or eight), or when their 
butint¢ ss prevents (bem remaining at the camp or 
or Camps, the convicts are turned over to other 

pr bie. ‘ 
“ltralmost Cyery instar cethe lessee first learnsthe 
bed condition of bis camp or camps from the peni- 
tentiayy officials, and the officials often get their 
first information of the bad management of a camp 
by the increased sick and death Ust—too late often 
to promptly errest the trouble, so that for a time 
the camp is scourgea with undue sicknuessand mor- 
tality. 

, IT WILL COST SOMETHING, 

It has been suggested that serious objection will 

be offered to thus perfecting the penitentiary or- 


geiisation, es it will cost the state between three 
und four thousand dollars annually to have the 
tucgested state officialsat eachcamp. “I cannot 
be» indnetd to believe” says the dootor, 
‘that the people of Georgia. when they 
sdopted the present lease ftystem i for 


the:r convicts, contemplated a money making busi 
ress out of the loase system. Neither can I believe 
thet the people of Georgia would grudgingly wi'h- 
hold four, even five, thousand doliars a year to per- 
ject the penitentiary system, and thus make it pos- 
sible to preyent cruelty, sickness and death to this 
ul fortunate class.’’ 

‘he doetor continuing says: “I am induced to 
make the defects of the present organization of the 
penitentiary system prominent for the reason that 
ever since my connection with the department, 
now more than three years, | have every year wit- 
nessed its verrible results. The prinegipal and as- 
sistant keepers of the penitentiary, with myself, 
have, by assiduous and careful watching, tried to 
bave the camps so conducted as to prevent those 
outburtts of sickness and death that have so often 
occurred under the present lease system, Iam 
bow, however, thoroughly satiefied that, without 
# chavge in the law similar to the ome above suz- 
gcsied, the penitentiary will from time to time be 
vistied by those terrible scourges of disease and 
death which it bas so often been my painful duty 
to report.” 

; SPEAKING OF THE SCURVY 

at the Dade camps, Dr, Westmoreland says the 
firtt intimation he had of the trouble at this camp 
was from a letter from the physicianin charge, 
Dr. Kk. H, Davis, urging him to come at once to the 
camp, stating thet scurvy then existed in the 
cemp, and that he feared a large numberof Con- 
victs were then suffering from this terrible pest. 
He atonce visited the camp, and upon arrival 
carefully examined those in hospital, and in addi- 
tion fitty or sixty not tllemeugh to bein hospital, 
the mejority of them doling iight work of some 
kind. A few hours’ Inv tion demonstrated 
the fact beyond doubt that not only those in hos 
plial, several of whom were in a precarious condi- 
tion, but at least one-third of the convicts in camp 
were more or jess impressed with incipient scurvy, 
sufficiently so to impress any acute disease with 
the peculiar train of symptoms so well marked and 
so cften fatal. 

Governor Brown was terribly shocked and wor- 
ried at the information, and felt. keenly the un- 
pleasant condition of alfairs. He at once stated 
that it was evident that his orders, as well as those 
issned by the state authorities, had been disobeyed. 

He further stated thathe had repeatedly, by iet- 
ter as well as verbally, given the most positive in- 
structions to those in control of the camp to carry 
out to the letter all orders as to the goverament 
and treatment of the convicts issu from the

that is artesian in its character. A stratum of 
kaolin underlies the entire system, varying in 
depth from six to thirteen feet. Directly un: 
der this kaolin he struck a spring tiaat 
spouted up above the surface like 
an artesian well, He had to remove 


the pipe for the purpose. of 
perfecting arrangements for its control, sad 
tt espring does not show up its trae merits, 
but the flow is something wonderful. 

The whole system of springs farnish good 
pure water, and the property should be trans- 
formed intoa fark, which could be easily 
done, and would prove very attractive. 

The water supply is very good, and the only 
trouble is with rhe hill system of hydrants 
and plugs. Captain Wilcox says this can only 
be remedied by building the water tower 
higher, 80 AS to increase 
the force of gravity in discharging the water. 

The kaolin found at the springs is of great 
economic value, especially for jag making, and 
if some enterprising man were to take hold of 
it, there is a good living in that alone. Its 
greatest thickness, so far as sounded, is 
thirtoen feet. A practical jug maker has ssid 
that our clay was inferior to none in the state 
for such purposes.

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AN unintentional injustice was done both 
Captain W. W. Gordon and the Central rail- 
road, in yesterday’s issue, in the head line 
of the article on the application for charter 
of the Georgia, Carolina and Northern rail- 
roed, in which it wasstated that the char- 
ter was being fonght by the Central rail- 
road. This road has taken no stand against 
the charter, and Captain Gonion only object- 
ead to some of its features, beyond which he 
willingly gave it his support. The sub com- 
mittee to which the bill was referred, after 
Conference with those interested, agreed 
yesterday to a report folly satisfactory to 


both sides, which the railroad committee | 


adopted last night, and will report to the 
house today, with favorable recommenda- 
tion. | 

The report, as agreed upon, gives th 
new road the right to condemn a side track 
of any other railroad, to reach its freight or 
psssepger depot. The new road will thus 
enter the city on one of the side tracks of the 
Georgia railroad. 


Internal Revenue Taxes. 

The free trade organs continue to talk 
about excessive taxation, but when their at- 
tention is called to the war tax which is col- 
jected under the internal revenue laws, they 
at once fling their pious hands in the air and 
cry out: “No free whisky for us!’’ This is 
also the cry of the whisky ring, and it is a 
little singular— quite coincidental, as it 
were—that the most enthusiastic of the free- 
traders should be the very ones that are 
most anxious to aid the whisky ring to rob 
the treasury by keeping the whisky taxes in 
the pockets of the ringaters. 

We have alluded to all this before, but it 
is called freshly to mind by the recently 
printed report of the commissioner of inter- 
pal revenue. The revenues from this war 
tax bave increased more than $4,000,000 
during the past fiscal year, though the re- 
ceipts, owing to the removal of the tax on 
matches, patent medicines, bank deposits, 


— 


checks, eic , are less than those of any prev-_! 


ious year. It is estimated by the commis- 
sioner that the reveiné for the present year 
will reach £1. 98,000,000, or about $2,000,000 
more fhan that of the year ending June 30, 
T886. Of this large amount of taxes $28- 
000,000 comes from tobacco. This $28 000,- 
000, however, does not represent the drain 
on the tax payers which the internal reve- 


nue system permits. The tax on tobacco is, , 


in the first place, collected from the producer 
by the manufacturer, and is again collected 
from the consumer by the same enterprisi 
individual, consequently no one need be 
surprised that the manufacturers are oppos- 
ed to the repeal of the tax. It is a dire in- 
setroment that cuts both ways, and always 
to the advantage of the manufacturer. To- 
bacco is an agricultural product that is as 
important to the farmers of Kentucky, 
North Carolina and north Georgia as the cot- 
ton crop is to other farmers, and the tax is 
an injustice that regches the point of op- 
pression. , 

As to the ‘‘free whisky’’ cry, we have 
only to say that it frightens nobody. The 
tex is not in the interest of temperance. 
Instead of decreasivg production it increases 
it, for the margin of ninety cents a gallon 
which represents the tax is the only incent- 
ive to illicit distilling which the moonshin- 
ess have. Take away that margin and the 
whisky ring would have less competition 
than it now has. The internal revenue 
taxes are not only unnecessary drains on the 
people, but the system itself involves gov- 
ernmental supervision of private business. 
It breeds spies, invites oppression, leads to 
bloodshed and murder, and has been the 
caure of scandal and corruption ever since 
the war. 

And yet, when a proposition is made to 
abolish this scandalous and oppressive sys- 
tem, which ought to be intolerable to every 
true American, the free trade and whisky 
ring organs at once cry ont that it is an at- 
tempt to prevent any revision or reduction 
of the war tariff. They make this outery 
in the face of the fact that the least intelli- 
gent person in the country, if he knows 
anything at al], must know that the repeal 
of the internal revenue Jaws would compel 
congress to reduce tariff taxes practically to 
a revenue basis. In other words, the gov- 
€rpment would be compelled to depend on 
“the customs duties for its revenues. What 


isesimpler than that? If the so-called tariff 


reformers were in earnest they would not 
hesitate to advocate the repeal of an infam- 
ous system of taxation. 


The State and the Convicts. 

The showing made by Dr. Westmoreland, 
principal physician of the penitentiary, is 
not a creditable one. A death rate of more 
than 3 percent in a penitentiary of over 
2,000 convicts is much too large. It isa trifie 
less in percentage than last year, but is 
greater in proportion to the amount of sick- 
Leas. 


Fortunately Dr. Westmoreland does not 
present this report without suggesting a 
remedy for the large death rate. His reme- 
ay isasimple one, and be declares that its 
adoption will re@uce the percentage of deaths 
fully one-third, or perhaps one-half. He 
propores that the local physicians at the 


camps sha)] become state officials instead of 


employes of the lessees; that they shall be 
ed and paid by the state; bound by 

the +ta‘e’s autbority, and responsible to the 

state, and to no one else. 

_ .-“Thie change should be voted by the legis 

 Jatme at once. Ag matters now stand, the 


state has not only leased its criminals for 
meney, but for twenty-nine days out of 
thirty it withdraws its supervision from 
them. Oncea month the general physician 
or keeper visits each camp. He remains 
there perhaps a day. When he leaves the 
camp the convicts are absolutely isolated 
from the state. Every man who controls 
them is the employe of the lessee. The 
state’s authority, the state’s mercy, the 
state’s power is absent, although the state is 
pledged by gacred obligations to be present 
all the time with the unfortunates. 

The worst of it is that the lessees even are 
not present. The control and management 
of the convicts, which the state has practic 
ally surrendered to the lessees, is in turn 
delegated by the lessees to their employes. 
As a rule, therefore, the convict has not even 
the protectton he would get if the lessee 
were present. Hedepends absolutely on the 
local bosses or employes. If these are in- 
eflicient or capricious or cruel or careless, 
the convict suffers, and neither the strong 
arm of the state or the responsible arm of 
the lessee is there to intervene in his behalf. 
In even the best camps this is often needed. 
Dr. Westmoreland furnishes’an example in 
the Dadecoal mine. This has long been ac- 
counted the model camp of the state, Its 
death rate was the lowest, its eqaipment the 
best; Governor Brown spared nothing to 
make it perfect. Last year by neglect or 
violation of his orders, the convicts sickened 
and scurvy, a terrible and loathesome dis- 
ease, made itsappearance. Governor brown 
was shocked when information of this reach- 
ed him, and #j¢ trouble was quickly stamped 
out; but not“\until/the deaths had jamped 
from 2 the y fore to 28 for the year in 
which the dsscipline or regime of the camps; 
was loosened. Dr. Westmoreland asserts 
that the presence of a state physician backed 
by the state’s authority, would have saved 
more than half those wretched men from 
death. 

The lessees who mean to do their duty 
should not, it seems to us, object to this 
change. It relieves them of thesalaries they 
now pay the physicians. It relieves them of 
much responsibility to have an official repre- 
sentative of the state always in the camp. 
The state surely shonld notobject toit. The 
pitiful expense of $1,000a year should not 
weigh one moment against eo clear and press- 
ing an obligation. But if lessees do object, 
and if the legislature stands by these objec- 
tions by failing to pass the necessary bill, Dr. 
Westmoreland has done his duty and cannot 
be reproached for what follows. He hastold 
the legislature clearly and forcibly where the 
tronble lies, and has shown it the way toa 
clear and simple remedy. The responsi- 
bility of refusing this remedy will not lie 
with him. 


A Doubtful Remedy. 

The fact has incidentally come to light 
that in Chicago, some weeks ago, a boy 
who exhibited hydrophobic symptoms was 
smothered with a pillow. Quite recently, 
in the same neighborhood, preparations 
were made to extinguish a sick girl in the 
same sUmmary way, when death suddenly 
came to her relief,

He Conceal!s His Name. 

In New York a society called the ‘‘Con- 
stitutional Defense Association’ has just 
been organized. It is an anti prohibition 
concern, and its field of operations is intend- 
ed to cover the entire union. 

The proceedings ot a meeting of the asso- 

ciation, in a recent number of the New York 
Star, contain the following remarkable state- 
ment: 
{'An Atlanta, (Ga.} clergyman writes: ‘I dere not 
allow you to use my name in defense of righteous 
liberty against prohibitionist fanatics, In this pro- 
hibited city there were twenty-two arrests for dru ak- 
envers during Saturday and Sunday last, Prohibi- 
tion, therefore, does not prevent drunkenness, but 
encourages deceit and hypocrisy.”’ 

If the alleged Atlanta clergyman believes 
that the new movement represents ‘‘religious 
liberty’’ he ought to allow his name to be 
identified withit. If he thinks that he is 
aiding thecause by writing an anonymous 
letter to be read a thousand miles from his 
home, he is very much mistaken. 

Perhaps no Atlanta clergyman wrote the 
letter. Asarule, the man who desires to 
conceal his name has no business writing a 
letter.

_ CONSTITUTIONALS. 
Penci) Paragraphs and Editorial Shortstops 
Caught on the Raa. | 
The story of a dance in the olden time is 
thus teld by a correspondent : 


‘The Constitutionals in Thureday'’s OoNsTl- 
TUTION brought to my mind the remembrance of 4 
country frolic which occurred in Newton county 
in the year. 1832, Five miles east of Covington is 
a place known as Flat Rock, said to cover ten acres 
of ground, being solid stone almost as smooth as 
gless. Four creeks, the Big Haines, Little Haines 
Gum creek and Cornish, wind their way to their 
Alcova river home at this point, and aro so fixed 
by nature as to make an island of Fiat Rock, A 
dance was given on this rock in the year above 
named, when two hundred couples took part and 
which lasted sixty days and nights without inter- 
missson, Allthe tunes known to fiddlers at that 
‘ime were played, and thirteen fiddlers were struck 
by lightning from the beginning to the close of 
the two months’ dance. 


Finally, when the tunes all became ‘*chestaute’’ 
the musicians settled down to this tune: ‘Big 
Haines, Little Haines, Gum Creek, and Cornish,’’ 
being accompanied by a choir which sang the 
words as they were sawed off by the fiddlers. All 
the shoes of the dancers were completely worn 
out, and the beaux and belles of that romantic pe- 
riod went through the “merry mazes” barefooted 
for three weeks on a stretch, After the dance, the 
participants were tired out and had the appear- 
ance of stall-fed ghosts. The rock was swept off 
and seven bushels of toe nalls gathered therefron. 
Since that time dancing has not been overly popu: 
lar in Flat Rock district. P Hi, -—-, 


Twenty-two years ago, Mr. Denny, of Floyd, was

One ofthe most interesting figures in the legisia- 
ture is Captain Sam Higden, who had the honor of 
defeating Ben Duggar for the senate. Duggar had 
a strong hold upon the three counties of the forty- 
first, and ruled with aniron rod. Captain Higden 
decided to measure forces with him, aud aftera 
typical mountain campaign, defeated the ‘boss’ 
by seven votes. Captain Higden was born in Burke 
county, North Carolina, in 1836,and has lived in 
Fannin county for thirty-six years. He was a 
captain in the Georgla state troops during the war, 
and has held the office of magistrate for his militia 
district, 


A man whoalmost got into the senate but missed 
it because he was not born soon enough, is Hon. 
George R. Brown, of Cherokee, He announced 
himself early for the 39th district, and had suc- 
ceeded in running off all opposition, when the 
alarming fact was discovered that he had not 
completed the necessary twenty-five'years of life, 
nor would he until the body to which he desired 
election had been in session for ten days. The 
people of Cherokee, determined that he should see 
publie service, then put him up for representative, 
and elected him, 


The retirement of Mr. Brown from the contest 
for the 39th, opened up anew the canvas for the 
representation, in which Messrs. James E. Rusk 
and Thadeus Pickett were the contestants. The 
canvas was embittered by the introduction ef per- 
eonal and religious topics. Pickett was bold, ar- 
gumentative and aggressive, but Mr. Rusk beat 
him on the home stretch, and now occupies the 
seat in the senate chamber. Mr, Rusk is a verita- 
ble patriarch. He has spent hislife on the farm, 
and raised a family of six boys and fivé< girls’ 
These are all grown, married and settled around 
him, sothat when the gentleman cutsa water- 
melon it has to be a big one. 


Decidedly the ‘‘father of the house’’ is Colonel 
D. J. Bailey, of Spalding county, At the age of 
nineteen, under the same special act which ad- 
mitted Toombs, Chandler and Campbell to the 
bar, Mr. Bailey was permitted to enter the legal 
circle, In 1885, fifty-one years ago, he represented 
Butis county in the same house of which he is 
now a member. He servea in the Osceola war; 
was in the state senate far two terms, during one 
of which he was president of the body, and for 
three years was secretary of the senate. He served 
four years in the congress of the United States; 
was a member of the secession convention and 
colonel of the Thirty-first Georgia in the confed- 
erate army. Heisaman of great culture, and is 
full of reminiscences.

MRS. PARSONS’ ANTECEDENTS. 


Freed by President Lincoln’s Proclamation 
While Living in Texas. 

A special to the New York World from Dal- 
las, Tex., Novemer 15, says: Mrs. Elizabeth 
Rosser, of this city, who formerly lived in 
southeastern Texas, received a cali today from 
ber old slave Louis, who has not been seen by 
her for twenty years, He says Mra, Parsons, 
wife ofthe anarchist, is hissistor Melioda. 
Mra. Rosser wae called on by a World corre 
spondent and said: “I inherited Malinda’s 
mother, whose name is Sarah, from my father 
avd brought her from Arkansas to Texas in 
1245, settling in Marshal!, Sarah was intelli. 
gert,and in many respects wasa remarkable 
womer, She became the wife of a Mexican 
named Scotkz, who worked with negroes. 
Of this union came two children, Maiinda and 
Leuis. Maiicda is the older, andiz now, I 
shou!d ssy, about thirty-six. Both the chil- 
dren bave bair and complexions like their fath- 
ersnd theintelligence ofboth their parents, 
Malinda learned to read and write, and ia fact, 
got the rudiments of an English cducation 
with my children, with whom she studied 
nighte. She was quick and apt to learn, and 
wis an art’st at sll manner of Lousehold work. 
For some time after the emancipation proc .a- 
nation went into effect our negroes remained 
with us. At the age of about sixteen Malinda 
left us at Houston. to which city we hai 
moved. She visited San Antonio and all the 
f:ontier forts, and during a protracted stay 
in that quaiter learned to speak Spanish. She 
came back to Houston, where she remained 
until some time in 1867, when she left and I 
have never had any information concerning 
her until Isaw Louistoday. The discription 
I have seen of Mre, Parsons in newspaperé 
apy sr to confirm what Louis says, and I have 
no doubt that after leaving Hous‘on she jour- 
neyed to Austin or Waco, at one or the other of 
which places she married Parsons, Her moth. 
er was a woman of great independence, and 
Malinda gave promise of being a woman of 
<qual confidence in herself. and the fact that 
she is lecturing goes rather to confirm our 
bel ef that Malinda and Mrs. Parsons are 
one ard the same person. My two suns 
also say she is the wifeof Parsons.”
